lay on trucks, covered over with large 
blankets. 
When the blankets were 


removed .the sight was almost revolt- 
Ing. 
The men's faces had been scalried 


so badly that in many places tne Hesh 
had 
dropped, exposing the 
bones. 


Friends had bandaged the burns while 
the men were still alive and the band- 
ages were allowed to remain and held 
the flesh in place. 
The fireman's eyes 


were burned out, as though hot brands 
had been applied to them, and some 
one had placed coppers over the sockets. 
The clothe? of the men were drenched, 
not with water, but.with,the scalding 
titeam that burned them almost alive.

Fire on the Ranch of Alex 


Gordon. 


Several Thousand. Sweat Boxe: 


and Trays Destroyed—Sup-

The large raisin dryer on the ranch 


of Alexander Gordon near the Fair 
Grounds was destroyed by fire about 


o'clock this morning.

originated no one knows.

Iving In the vicinity were sound asleep 
when the .{lames broke out and when 
they awoke the building was almost 
onsumed. 
The conflagration was plainly visible

insurance.

Mr. Gordon holds to 
the theory that It started In the ex- 
plosion of a chemical compound which 
he used for poisoning squirrels 'and 
kept stored in the building.

lagher had written to Washington to 
inquire the exact scope of the Mattern 
patent could only cover some distinct 
reply. 
He thought, however, that the 


patent could onl cover some distinct 
machine or process and that it could 
not. apply to the whole question of 
sprinkling with oil. 
The use of oil 


has become almost universal in south- 
em California, and Fresnu should fol- 
low suit. .Mr. Gallagher s:tid that he 
was going to Vlsaila next Monday and 
would look into the use of oil in that 
city. 


Mr. Gallagher described the necessary 


"iliod of applying the oil. It must 
spread twice during the season, but 
this year is so far advanced one 


sprinkling would do. 
Tie advised that 


the experiment be tried upon streets 
vith the heaviest traffic, as I and K 
streets north of Merced, so that the 


light be thorough.

The Line as Established by a 


Commission. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—A special to

concession of some importance to the 
United States.

In 1893 commissioners were appoint- 


ed to gather data for the delimitation 
of the boundary. 
These commission- 
ers—General Duffield for

States and Mr. King, Dominion Astro- 
omer. for Canada—were empowered to 
engage surveyors, who were to locate 
in particular the 141st meridian, which 
Is the boundary mentioned in the old 
treaty as dividing- Alaska from Canada

When the observations had been tak- 
n it was discovered that tbe 141st 
nerldlan struck 
the coast over the 


•eatern shoulder of Mount St. Ellas,

Dear Sir: 


After three and a half months of 


living (or existing) Jn the trenches 
around Manila . this battalion of the 
First California was relieved by the 
Nebrftsk»<-3R*giment and returned to Its 
old quarters in the Cuartel del Portln, 
Manila, where we had spent six quiet 
months in the fafl of 1898 and spring of 
1899. 
Inside of 24 hours we had packed up 


all our little collection of curios, also 
our equipments and government prop- 
erty and were being; towed down the 
river on caseoes- ^dd-looking flat-bot- 
tomed native built barges or lighters. 
out into the open waters of Manila Bay 
to the United States army transport 
Warren. 
A heavy swell tossed our 


crazy, clumsy craft up and down In a 
most alarming fashion, but finally all 
the boys got aboard, some with wet 
clothe-!. A storm came up and the/ oth- 
er cascoes containing our trunks and 
the necessary stores, gun cheats etc., 
were compelled to go back to the calm 
Anchorage In (he river. 
Three times 


were they brought out and had to re- 
turn on account of stormy weather; 
finally, on the night of Thursday. Feb- 
ruary 25, the Warren weighed anchor 
and 'the monsoon having abated we 
proceeded to Hollo, arriving early the 
second day. 
Afterward we were fav- 


ored with a perfectly smooth sea,bright 
cloudless eky, and traveling by the, •In- 
side passage, enjoyed the sight of the 
various beautiful Islands, large and 
small; Invariably mountainous and U3- 


- ually covered with a dense growth of 
vegetation everywhere down to 
the 


water's edge. 
We stayed but a short time opposite 


Iloilo. No landing was permitted. The 
. commanding General came aboard for 
an hour, and we started off again about 
2 p. m. We learned that all the troops 
there had their attention fully occupied 
on the fighting line at Garo, a repetition 
of the scenes in the trenches we had so 
recently left. 
Our forces in Iloilo were so few that 


we were not able to take with us the 24 
men detailed from our regiment Jan- 
uary, last now doing duty with the *th 
Artillery. 
Continuing our trip we 


passed a number of islands no one 
knew the names of; all looking (like the 
coon) alike to us; and next morning 
found ourselves on'the east coast of 
this Island—Negros—and opposite a 
collection of shacks called Ttamaguete, 
immediately nfck-named pan McGinty. 


There being no wharf or regular 


landing and the anchorage doubtful, a 
lot of time was spent in taking sound- 
ings.

Yesterday, July 30th. was the 3ith 


anniversary of one of the greatest sea 


t-'dieg ID the history of the Pacific 


coast—the wreck of the steamship 
brother Jonathan, off Crescent City, 
an event that Is well remembered by 
many.'residents of-Northern Humboldt. 
With the single exception of the loss 
rf the Pacific off Cape Flattery, In 1875, 
no such terrible ocean horror was ever 
recorded on the Pacific Coast. 


The Brother Jonathan, says the Del 


STorte Record, left San Francisco for 
Portland In an overloaded condition at 
noon July 28, 1865, and, encountered a 
strong head wind and hich seas soon 
after parsing oi\t ot the Golden Gate. 
This retarded her progress so It was 
the morning of the 30th before sh« 
passed Crescent City. 
The gale in- 


creased so that by noon she was only 
16 miles north of that port mentioned, 
and Captain De Wolf decided to re- 
turn to Crescent City and wait for bet- 
ter weather. 


The few survivors who reached shore 


in safety told different stories of whal 
happened after the steamer was put 
about but the most valuable testimony 
obtainable, from a member of the crow 
who was In a position to know about 
the matter came from Jacob Totes, a 
quartermaster, on watch at the time 
of the accident. His statement was as 
follows: 


"I took the. wheel a* 12 o'clock. 
A 


northwest gate was blowing, and we 
were four miles above Point St. George 
The sea was running mountains high 
and the ship was not making any head 
way. The captain thought It best tc

MAKING CHANGES 


In the Basement of the High 


School Building. 


Alterations in the Manual Train- 


ing Department—A New 


Recitation Room. 


From Saturday's I>alir. 


Walter A. Tenney, teacher of man- 


ual training In the high school, has 
spent nearly all ot his vacation so far 
at work in the rooms of his department 
in the high school building 
He is 


planning the courses of study and ar- 
ranging the tools and machinery for 
next year's work 
before taking his 


outing1. 


One thing that has occupied some 


time has been 
the 
arrangement of 


drawers for the use of pupils. 
In the 


room used for bench work there 
eleven benches, at each of which i 
pupils may work at one time. Hitherto 
all articles made by the pupils and 
many tools have had to be taken ti 
another room while not in use. 
The 


work benches have now been fitted 
litn twelve drawers each, or 132 in all.

danger of ceasing to be a stimulant 
and becoming degraded to the funcii 
of a mere sedative. He wits at 01 
taken to task. "Why a "mere" sedati 
and why "degrading"!" 
Upon 
whii t 


does the assumption, rent that littni- 
ture, to be worthy of Its power 
importance, must be stimulating first. 
last and all the time? Why might it 
not be said with equal justice thnt lit- 
erature would be endangered by fore- 
going its function as a sedative. 


And the controversy has rased since, 


but without prospect of settling the 
problem. It Is' rather late in the day 
to raise It, because it can hardly be 
considered what the lawyers call "an 
original question." Literature will con- 
tinue to be what it is and what it has 
been from the earliest beginnings, both 
in respect to subject matter ami man- 
ner. 
It will not limit Itself to any 


special function when it can discharge 
so many. 
Judging the future by the 


past, it is w"ell to inquire what litera- 
ture has been and what it has trii'd to 
do. 
Can it be seriously maintained 


that it has been either exclusively a 
stimulant or exclusively a sedative? 11 
has been one thing at one time, an- 
other at another time; one thins- at 
one place, anoher at another place. 
It has responded to social needs and 
reflected -mental and moral conditions. 
It has ever been the mirror held up to 
nature. Truly, It needed no injunction, 
no formula, to do this. Like iloliere's 
notorious character who had .=pnken 
prose for forty years without knowing 
it, literature had depicted and ilcline 
ated life and given expression in feel- 
ings and thoughts that demand utter- 


ivithoiit exact conception i 
the 


minds of Its producers of the powers 
relation between literature nn>\ life.

But. if Koi 
books acted as such powerful 
lants. were they not themselves writ- 
ten ur.der the spur of living Impres- 
sions and passions aroused by a study 
of life and by a comparison of French 
politics and government with the poli- 
tical conditions In the north? 
The 
French needed quickening, stimulating 
and Inspiring literature, and it appear- 
ed. Sedative writing- at that t.imo. ha^ 
it been attempted, would have died 
from lack of favorable atmosphere. 
Men of letters are not detached sages 
who live, move and have their helnd 
in a social vacuum. There Is a human 
nature in the most isolated of them. 
They cry out in protest when things 
are rotten in Denmark; they console 
and pacify when after a storm-and- 
stress period society needs rest, n-oup- 
eration and peace.
